REPORT OF THE 
VICE-PRESIDENT TO THE STOCK AND BONDHOLDERS 

OF THE 
DETROIT AND MACKINAC RAILWAY COMPANY 

Tawas City, Michigan, February 15, 1939. 

To the Stockholders and Bondholders of the Detroit and Mackinac Railway 
Company : 

In the first seven months of the year, operating revenues decreased $76,290, 
compared with the same period previous year, but as a result of increased 
traffic during the last five months of 1938, total operating revenues were $877,856, 
a decline of $7,589 compared with 1937. The movement of crude oil contributed 
$74,000. Sugar stone moved in greater volume, the revenue of which totaled 
$96,700. The revenue from switching totaled $15,644, which latter amount sub- 
stantially assisted in off-setting the decreases in the freight and passenger 
earnings. 

By reason of reduced earnings in the first half of the year it was necessary 
to defer until another year general repairs to our steel under-frame box cars 
and the application of steel frames to the trucks of these cars. We have placed 
the repairs to these cars in the program for 1939. 

Car hire for the year reflects a net debit balance of $54,033, or $8,867 less than 
the previous year. The balance will continue to be against us until such time 
as we can acquire additional equipment for our requirements, to replace foreign 
cars. 

The total operating expenses amounted to $630,600, a decrease of $64,044 
compared with 1937. The operating ratio, (percentage of operating revenues 
required to pay operating expenses), was 71.83%, compared with 78.45% in 1937. 

Tax accruals under the Social Security Act, for Federal and State Un- 
employment Insurance, and the Railroad Retirement Tax under the Carrier's 
Taxing Act of 1937, continue to be a heavy burden and an increasing drain upon 
the funds of your company. 

While it was impossible to make many desired improvements, the property 
was given reasonably good maintenance, with a few permanent improvements 
which I mention briefly : New rail in main track, and around wye in North Alpena 
yard; relocation of Rockport track through the Huron Portland Cement Com- 
pany's property, Alpena; ballasting on Prescott Branch, and Main Line south of 
Pinconning; replacement of Big Creek all wood bridge, on the AuGres Branch, 
with cement abutments, and steel girder bridge; construction of additional 
track in Bay City yards. 

For the assistance and support of our patrons, and the loyal cooperation 
of the officers and employees, I extend my sincere appreciation.
